Senior Citizens 
Reminded They 
< Must Include Bill 

The Franchise Tax Board 
remind 3d older homeowners 
that they must include prop¬ 
erty tax bills with their 
claims for Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Postponement. 

Almost half of the 400 
claims received since the 
filing period began 1 a s i 
month are missing the re- 
quii-ed copy of the 1977-78 
property tax bill, according 
to James Genfz, assistant 
executive officer. 

The tax bill is necessary 
to support the homeowner’s 
claim for postjxinement. If it 
isn’t attached to the claim, 
it costs the taxpayer time 
and trouble and slows the 
processing claims, Gtm t z 
said. 

This is the second year of 
the pro,gram and many 
homeowners are ixistponing 
their taxes for the seccwid 
year. Apparently they as¬ 
sume it is unnecess.ary to 
Include the tax bill each 
year, Gentz observed.

Speaking 

B of A Statement! 

TJie following statement on the passoge of Proposi¬ 
tion 13 was Issued by the Bank of America the day after 
election day; 

‘‘By supporting Proposition 13 in yesterday’s election, 
the voters of California have expressed their frustration 
over the tax burden resulting from government spend¬ 
ing. The message is clear. The pcfople of California want 
to trim government spending and growth. Therefore, we 
look upon the enactment of Jarvis - Gann as a begin¬ 
ning, not an end. What is neerfed now is a comprehen* 
sive re-evaluation of those demands the public makes 
on government for services and how government should 
deliver essential services in the most efficient manner. 

"While Bank of America supported Proposition 8 over 
Propoel.lon 13, as did others in business, education and 
government, the bank over the years has spoken out 
for the principles that brought Proposition 13 into exis¬ 
tence, specifically, the need to conUol government spend¬ 
ing. Indeed, if restraint of government spending — In 
an orderly way — had been the explicit intent of the 
Jarvis - Gann amendment, we would have supported it 
from the outset. 

"Tlie fact remains, as we have pointed out before. 
Proposition 13 will create economic luncerlalnty in Cali¬ 
fornia over the near-term. Fortunately, the state’s economy 
Is strong enough to weather this period of uncertainty. 
And if gov'ernment officials act prudently, the difficul¬ 
ties caused by Proposition 13 can be worked out with¬ 
out Impairing the state’s economic potential or creating 
long-term unemployment problems. 

“Constructive action — involving cooperative efforts 
among government, labor, business and the public — 
will enable us to work toward the efficiencies in govern¬ 
ment operations that were mandated by the voters in 
yesterday’s election. 

"The people of California now expect a net reduction 
In tlie cost of government through greater efficiency and 
the elimination of nonessential programs and services. 
Plans to replace lost revenues on a dollar-for-dollar basi.s, 
except to restore or maintain essential services, would 
only countermand the will of the people. Therefore, the 
manner In which s ate and local government officials 
resi>ond to this mandate is Itself a crucial fac.or in efforts 
to regain the public’s ccmfldence. 

"We urge government officials to turn their attention 
Immi'diately to positive programs that will increase In 
vestor confidence and enable the private sector to provide 
more jobs. 

"Tlte bank is reviewing its procedures so that we 
can provide equitable treatment of individual customer 
problems that may ensue in the aftermath of the election. 

“Finally, we believv' passage of Proposition 13 has 
Important nadonal Implications. It is a clear and un- 
mis.able signal to government at all levels that, as a 
nation, we must begin to live within our means.” 

Part of the Problem! 

Supervisor Pete Schabarum recently said the Gov¬ 
ernor’s message to the Legislature on coping with Propo¬ 
sition 13-8purr©d public demands for governmental cur¬ 
tailments failed to address the urgencj’ of the situation. 

Schabarum. chairman of the Board of Sujiervlsors. 
said the Governor’s pledge to commit the entire state 
surplus of $4 billion to schools and local governments 
and to establish a $1 billion emergency loan fund met 
only part of the problem. 

"We need an exact formula on how those funds will 
be allocate<l and we need that information In a more 
timely fashion than the three weeks indicated by the 
Governor," said Schabarum. 

Governor Brown said he would draft a more compre* 
hensive plan over ;be next three weeks to implement his 
program, having it ready for legislative action by July 
1 wlien Proposition 13 goes effect. 

"We are in the throes of drafting our own budget," 
said Schabarum, "and we must do it within the funds 
we know will be available to us. 

"Without a formula on how the state's surplus will 
bo allocatcKl, and received in a more timely faslilon than 
indicated by the Governor, we are working In the dark," 
saLi Sciiabarum. 

Schabarum said there were no surprises in the Gov¬ 
ernor’s mes-sage to the Legislature, Bidding it was a "good 
indicator that he (the Governor) has now determined the 
reality of the situation.” 

Schabarum said he was disappointed that the Gov¬ 
ernor had not indicated he would ask the state to take 
over iilie funding of such mandated programs as welfare 
and health services. 

"That action alone." he said, "would reduce the local 
budget by hundreds of millions of dollars.” 

In the meantime, Schabarum said the Board of Super¬ 
visors will come to grips with identifying those County 
activities which will not be funded. 

That will, in turn, lead to pinpointing the jobs which 
will bo cancelled and the layoffs that will follow. 

Tlie Board is faced with reducing the work force by 
10,000 employees. 

That figure could be reduced some, said Schabarum, 
if agreements can be reached with employee groups to 
work with management in scaling back salaries and bene¬ 
fits already agreed to. 

Schabarum said he would also propose a possible 
across-the-board salary out witli the money saved by 
such a move going to the maintaining of some of the 
threatened Jobs. 

"The transition of government uncter the mandates 
of Proposition 13 can be a smooth one to the extent Jiat 
employee unions participate and cooperate in the deci¬ 
sion-making process.” said Schabarum. 

If they don’t lie added, then they will just aggravate 
the efforts to meet the public mandate as expressed in 
Proposition 13.
